Murder is supposed to have been done at 
the St. Louis Asylum for the Insane Wed- 
nesday morning. How it was done will 
never be known with exactness. Whether it 
was done at all can only be ascefta'ned by 
an autopsy on the body of Benjamin lI. 
Bevan, a hopelessly insane patient. 

The man presumed to have done the mur- 
cunning and vicious 
in the ex- 


der is a raving maniac 
to a degree almost unequaled 
perience of the officiais and 

the asylum. He is William Kernis, aged 25 
years, Who was sent to the asylum in ieb- 
ruary, 1897, accompanied by a warning to 
the attendants that he was dangerous an. 
would strike and kick without provocation. 

He justified his reputation by using his 
fists and feet at every opportunity on any 
person who came near him. Nothing is 
known of his antecedents. He was picked 
up in 1897 by the police while raving and 
his insanity Was attributed to alcohol- 
ism. His name was on papers found: in 
his pockets, but gave no further clew to 
his identity. 

Bevan was an incurable, 
asylum in 1887. The records 
he had an uncle named Josslyn in Cairo, 
Ill., and another named E. J. Bevan, liv- 
ing at 1911 Taylor avenue. Nothing has 
been heard of either of these uncles by 
the asylum authorities. No one ever 
called to see Bevan. 

When Dr. E. C. Runge, the superinten- 
dent, entered his office Wednesday morn- 
ing he was told that Bevan, in the vio- 
lent ward on the fourth floor, was uncon- 
scious and seemed to be dyimg. ‘He visited 
the man and. examined him. He was 
breathing sterterous'y and = died at 8:40 
O'clock without recovering consciousness. 

An entry made by Night Watchman John 
Zimmerman read: 

“At 5:35 a. m., Kernis kikt Bevan.” 

Dr. Runge mterpreted this to mean that 
Kernis had kicked Bevan, The night watch- 
man had gone to his home on Magnolia ave- 
nue, and the details of the kicking were 
not known at the asylum. 

Dr. Range questioned Kernis and the 
latrer laughed gleefully and swore at him. 

There Was no contusion on Bevan's body 
or head, but his death so soon after an 
assault had been made on him rendered an 
investigation by the Coroner imperative.

FLORENCE HIGBY JUMPED FROM THE THIRD STORY: 
PAULINE BRUDER WAS BURNED ON ELECTRIC WIRES. 
Heroic Work by Firemen and by Others Witnessed by Thousands Who Gathered 


Near the Scene of the Disaster—Believed That All Are Accounted 
For and None Perished in the Ruins. 


In the upper windows of the building were 


; the women employed in the miscellaneous 


work of the establishment. They were cut 
off from the stairs by the flames and smoke, 
and they rushed to the windows in the 
hope of escaping by that way. 

One of them, Florence Higby, lost her 
presence of mind and jumped, just as the 
truck ladder wae being run up by the fire- 
men. 

She was a slight, frail-looking girl, and 
when her body struck the sidewalk she lay 
limp and still, while the police and bystand- 
ers ran to her and put her In a Salvage 
Corps tarpaulin and hurried her to the drug 
store at the southeast cornerm#®f Fourth and 
Locust streets. 

A moment later Pauline Bruder was 
reached by Fireman Van Tillburg of 2s 
truck. She was half across the telegraph 
wires, with the flames and smoke licking at 
her from the windows. The fireman took 
hold of her calico dress to pull her over 
onto the ladder when the filmsy goods 
parted and the girl dropped to the side- 
walk. 

She, too, like her companion, was carried 
away in a tarpaulin and hurried to an am- 
bulance from the City Dispensary. Both 
girls were terribly burned by the flames 
that chased them, and were on the point 
of death When picked up. 

One girl, Maggie Dinkel, showed more 
coolness than the others, and saved herself 
bv. a perilous journey across the narrow 
co ‘ee, under the windows, She saw there 
was »* “scape by way of the steps and ran 
to the lows in front with the rest. Thén, 
seeing ij@t she could suet w lang, ahe 
stood on the window sill with her fate cm 
ward the building and stepped s 
along the narrow ridge to the windows of 
the St. Louis China Co., next door. When 
she reached the ground she was nervous 
and trembling but unhurt. and ran wildly 
about looking for the other girls Who wera 
in the building with her. 

She said that all she knew was that the 
ery of fire was raised and she tried to get 
out oy way of the steps, and finding she 
could not do that she tried the windows, and 
climbed along the edge just after the first 
explosion. 

The excitement on Fourth street for the 
first half hour was something intense, 
Thousands of persons poured in’from all 
sides. The big buildings all along the street 
as far south as the Planters’ House were 
dotted with persons at the windows watch- 
ine the scene below. 

When the first explosion occurred the 
horses hitehed to hose reel No. 15 dashed 
madly down Fourth street. Fireman Bohle 
ran in pursuit and at the Planters’ House 
overtook it. climbed over the reel and got 
the reins. He drove back and the crowd 
cheered. His face was covered with blood 
from a wound in his head. 

It took a hard, quick fight to save the 
rest of the block from destruction, but 
after nearly two hours work the thing 
was done and the fires were practically 
under control.

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FRENCHMAN KNOWS US NOT. 


Stead, the English Editor, Writes of 


English 
arrival 


MANILA, Philippine Islands, 
Aug. 15, 1808. 
H. G. Var Alen. St. Louis, Me.: Dear 
Harry—Manila js ours, and we are In the Span- 
ish barracks. The capture of the city Was 
easy. On the Iiith we moved to the trenches 
at daybreak. At 10 a. m. Dewey started to 
bombard ove wf the forte. In 10 minutes it was 
silenced and the American flag floating over 
it. New came the signal for us to advance 
throngh water and mud. 

At last we came to a canebrenk, where we 
deployed skirmishers; then op Wwe went. As 
we cleared the brake we saw Spanish trenches, 
and as we charge] the Spaniards ran away in 
a harry, leaving everything behind. We fol- 
lowed them right up to the city, stopping sev- 
eral times under crossfire. 

All at ance we sighted the big city walls, 
lined with d@oldlem. After an hour's fight a 
white fag was fiying and we are playing po- 
lice now to keep the tasurgents from killing 
the Spaniards, . 

We have not. been pald since I entered the 
service, and are living on half rations. Even 
hardtack ia short, and if it was not for the 
kindness of the natives we would have nothing 
to smoke Bat they give us cigare and cigar- 
ettes. 

Paper ts 
both sides. 

The first bettle of Manila waa fought July 
31. at 12 midnight. The camp was about a 
mile and a balf from the trenches. During 
the night. from Sunday to Monday, we were 
lying in our tents sleeping, when a terrible 
cannonace awoke us. Some of the volunteers 
were In the trenches. We dressed ourselves. 

There goes the bugle—Fall in, fours! Right, 
forward, march. We are on the road. 

As we came near the trenches the bullets 
flew over us. The first men fell on the road. 
There was something going over us, howling 
like an owl]. I did net know what it was until 
something passed over my head and struck 
the mud about 10 feet behind me, sending 
mud and stones flying. It was a_ shell. 

At last we got to our trenches, and just in 
time, as evervbots was out of ammunition. So 
we fired away at the Spaniards as fast as we 
could. They were trying to ontflank wus, but 
we kept them back. After our war blood cooled 
of a Hierle the Captain got our fire under con- 
trol. 

Then it was: “‘Rattery K, fre one volley. 
Load, alm and fire.’’ 

About 3 tn the morning the fight was over 
The Spaniards lost 400 killed, 800 wonnded 
and 1000 missing. Besides these losses I Ne- 
lieve this battle demoralized the whole Span- 
ish army. Our ioss was 12 killed and 30 
wounded. 

On the 18th we lost 5 and had 33 wounded. 
This is for the whore army. The Spaniards lost 
200 men. 

This ts the rainy season here. We have had 
rain night and day ever since we landed, July 
26. We are all anxious to get back to the 
United States. The only thing we are now look- 
ing for is something to eat, because we are 
half starved, but we are expecting provisions 
from Hong Kong in a few days. There are 
10.000 pounds of chewing and more smoking 
tobacco in the commissary, but they will not 
even sell it to the few who have any monev, 

I wish you would let father and Mary know 
that I am well, but cannot wrhe to them, be- 
cause there are no stamps here, 

I guess peace will be declared soon. There 
are no Spaniards left here for us to fight, but 
we have to quiet the Insurgents, who would 
like to get in here and plunder the city. 

This afternoon TI am going on a five-hour pass, 
and will finish the letter afterward. 

There is a German brewery here and I will 
try to bum a giass of beer.

APPLE CROP OF THE WORLD. 


It is a Comparative Failure in This 


Country and Europe. 

It is unfortunate that the apple crop of 
the United States is not a fuller one this 
year, as Europe is badly short, and would 
take aii we could ship at good pricea. 

The annual estimate of the crops on both 
s‘dea of the Atlantic. made by W. N. White 
& Co., limited, the London fruit Importers, 
says that England has a much worse crop 
than iast year; taken generally, the worst 
for ten years; while making the apple short- 
age more keenly felt, the pear crop is ale 
most a complete failure. 

Belgium, which eends more apples to Ene 
gland than any other European country, had 
searcely any at the commencement of the 
season, and the present smail stocks will 
be wanted for home consumption. In tie 
districts bordering on Holland, which ts the 
yrinc!pal early apple section, the bulk of 
he crop has gone to Germany. 

Holland has the poorest crop known for 
many years. 

In the South of France there la a fait 
crop, but in the north drought caused al- 
moet complete fa'lure, and in another 
month all the export trade will be finished. 

Germany has some apples, but not enough 
for home consumption, and she will be at 
importer this season, 

In the season of 1896 the United States 
shipped to England and the continent 2,919,- 
846 barreis. Las‘t year the United States 
shipped 913,996 barrels, all of which brought 
good prices, Of these Boston shipped 176,00); 
Cowels, Montreal and Portland, 300,000; 
Nova Scotia, 83,000, and New York, 360,00, 
the bulk of which latter originated in the 
Western States. 

This year the apple crop in the West is 
not good. elther as to quantity or quality, 
and that section is likely to be buyer for 
home consumption of good stock. 

While England and the continent could 
take this year more than the 3,000,000 bare 
rele contracted for in 1884, the estimate fig- 
ures that all Uncle Sam and Canada can 
epare will be about 1,100,000 barrels, divided 
as follows: Nova Scotia, 200,000 barrels; 
Boston and New York, 460,000 barrela; Mone 
treal and the remaining Canadian ports, 
4,000 barrels. 

However, it is consoling to know that if 
we cannot send all the apples needed the 
prices promire to be quite as high as laat 
year, or perhape higher, since the Europea® 
concit ons are worse,

“When praying and 
Weber interprets to mean 
religious services.”’ 

He presumes the Apostle gave 
command wherever he succeeded in found- 
ing coneregations and that. the custom of 
men uncovering and women wearing head- 
ear in church is a survival of his teach- 
ng. 

Connecting the Apostle with the modern 
theater bat the minister says: 

“But the Apostle’s influence in this respect 
fa by no means confined to the churches; 
it rules supreme even at “such places of 
worldly. pleasur eas the theater andthe con- 
cert hall. Every one knows that the thea- 
ter of the ancient Greeks was a religious 
institution. Theatrical performances with 
them were religious services of the highest 
importance. A similar connection exists 
between the Christian church and the moud- 
ern theater.

IRE MADE HER MURDER 


CHASTISEMENT OF A BABE CAUS- 


ES ONE MISSOURI MOTHER 
TO KILL ANOTHER. 


BOTH HAD USE OF REVOLVERS. 


Previously, Being Married to Brothers, 
They Had Been Good Friends and 
Slayer Was Visiting Victim.

MARYVILLE, Mo., Sept. 28.—As appears 
from the story of Mrs. George Ewing, who 
Monday night shot and killed the wife of 
her brother-in-law, Mrs. Frank Ewing, the 
trouble grew out of a simple cause, ~ .he 
rough handling of her child by } sister- 
in-law in a moment of anger. 

The husbands of both ‘women being 
absent from home—George Ewing in Mary- 
ville and Frank Fing in Omaha—they 
were to spena the night together, Mrs. 
rank Ewing visiting her sister-in- -law. 

The eVeuwing was passed quie tly and pleas- 
antlv,,and the sound of the piano was in 
the,nome of George Ewing. 

At about 9 o'clock the mothers made 
ready to retire. They went upstairs into 
a small room about 12 feet square. A boy, 
4 years old, the son of Frank and Lizzie 
Ewing, was asleep upon a pallet upon the 
floor. A daughter of George and Ida Ewing, 
2 years old, full of life and playfulness, 
was trying to awaken her little cousin who 
Was sleeping upon the pallet. The little 
girl continued to tease the sleeping child 
until Lizzie Ewing became angry and said 
sharply to the child: 

“George and Ida never have taught you 
any manners.’ 

Seizing the little one she, Lizzie Ewing, 
her slayer declares, ghrew her on 
the bed, her head. stTriking the wall. 
A fight between the mothers en- 
sued. A revolver under the pillow of the 
bed was grasped by Ida Ewing who, turn- 
ing to Lizzie, said: 

“I'll shoot you.” 

It seems, however, that a wardrobe was 
near-by in which there was a second pistol, 
and this was quickly in the hands of Lizzie 
Kwing, but too late to be used by her. She 
succeeded in cocking it, but two shots were 
fired by Ida Ewing, the first taking effect 
7 the forehead and the second in the tem- 
bie. 

As soon as the deed was done, Ida Ewing 
ran over to the house of B. R. Luse, her 
nearest neighbor, and said: “I have shot 
and killed Lizzie. I shot her two times.”

The Boy Tied a Rope to a Tree, Coolly 
Descended and Carried the Girl 
to the Surface. 


Mary Zink, the 13-year-old daughter of 
Joseph Zink, living at 51 Trendley avenue, 
East St. Louis, fell into a cistern at her 
home this morning. She would have been 
drowned but for the assistance of a boy 
named Robert Gooding and Policeman 
Mansfield, who happened to be near the 
Zink home when the accident befell her. 

Miss Zink was drawing a pail of water 
when a portion of the curbing gave way. 
She fell headformost, turning a complete 
somersault before’ striking the water, 
which was more than six feet in depth. 

Young Gooding was ; assing the Zink prem- 
ises and heard the terrified girl scream. He 
saw Policeman Mansfieid a block away and 
signalled the officer. The boy then leaped 
the fence and tethering the end of the 

water bucket rope, which had caught on the 
ie oll to the limb of an apple tree near 
the cistern he descended and ae d the 
clothing of the girl, who was struggling for 
her life in the water. 

Gooding raised her head above the sur- 
face so that she would float, holding to the 
rope with one hand. He then set up a 
series of yells which brought Policeman 
Mansfield and neighbors to the scene. The 
officer ran to the edge of the cistern and, 
seeing that Gooding had the girl safely in 
charge, procured a ladder and landed them 
both. 

Miss Zink lost one of her front teeth in 
the fall, but was not otherwise injured, 
although greatly shocked.
